Our  10  day  fund  drive  in  November  was  a  great  success.  We 
raised  $146,000  in  pledges  and  an  additional  $34,000  in  an  off- 
air  direct  mail  campaign  we  initiated  prior  to  the  November 
drive.  The  on-air  fund  drive  was  well  coordinated  and  well 
organized  and  there  are  a  number  of  people  to  be  commended  for 
their  efforts.  Fund  drive  coordinator  Pamela  Burton  did  an 
outstanding  job,  along  with  the  KPFK  staff  and  volunteers  who 
donated  their  time  and  energy  to  make  this  effort  a  success.  We 
look  forward  to  continuing  to  improve  the  services  we  are 
providing  you  in  the  coming  year,  and  thank  you  once  again  for 
your  support.  If  you  have  received  your  bill  and  you  have  not 
yet  sent  in  your  payment,  please  do  it  today.  We  are  counting 
on  you  to  pay  your  pledge  and  fulfill  that  committment  you 
made  during  our  fund  drive.  Once  again,  we  thank  you. 

On  November  24th,  the  FCC  ruled  on  a  petition  to  reconsider  its  decision  of  April  16th  of  thi 
year  which  made  sweeping  changes  in  broadcast  guidelines  regarding  sensitive  language.  The 
FCC  ruling  basically  reaffirmed  the  April  16lh  decision  in  principle,  but  the  definition  of  wh» 
is  indecent  still  continues  to  be  as  vague  and  confused  as  it  was  before. 

The  FCC  in  addition,  readopted  the  notion  that  the  standard  under  which  these  guideline 
would  be  enforced  would  be  based  on  a  broad  national  standard  determined  by  their  assumptio 
or  definition  of  an  average  listening  adult.  Each  FCC  member  would  draw  upon  his/he 
experience  in  broadcasting  to  make  that  determination.  Further,  the  FCC  said  that  it  wai 
reasonable  to  assume  that  parents  could  control  the  listening  habits  of  their  children  betwee 
12am-6am,  but  it  was  not  very  clear  what  in  fact  could  be  broadcast  between  those  times. 

The  FCC  did  reiterate  that  they  had  not  imposed  any  sanctions  against  the  three  licensee 
because  each  licensee  had  adhered  to  the  then-current  standards.  However,  they  did  say  thi 
those  programs  cited,  would  now  be  held  actionable.  Whether  or  not  our  slate  is  complete) 
cleared  is  yet  to  be  determined.  As  soon  as  the  actual  text  of  the  FCC  ruling  of  Novemb< 
24th  is  released  we  will  make  a  determination  on  whether  or  not  we  will  continue  forwai 
with  our  appeal  against  the  April  16lh  ruling. 

KPFK  equipment  installations  will  be  happening  sometime  late  January  or  early  Februar 
This  is  a  major  project  at  the  station  and  will  be  underway  for  the  next  several  months. 

The  KPFK  California  Arts  Council  Training  program  will  be  inliliated  shortly  after  the  fir 
of  the  year.  A  job  announcement  has  already  gone  out  seeking  a  training  coordinator  for  th 
program.  Anyone  interested  in  applying  for  the  training  program  and  any  interested  ai 
experienced  applicants  for  the  job  of  training  coordinator  should  contact  Tarabu  Betseri 
General  Manager,  at  KPFK  3729  Cahuenga  Blvd.
